The 1901 Harbor Area Com-

Eight minutes a week is the 
theme being stressed in this 
year's C&l campaign. The 
sueess of the overall Chest 
drive depends largely on the 
outcome of the C&I appeal. 

NOT TOO MUCH
Harold Frentz. chairman of 

the meeting and area chair­ 
man for commerce and indus­ 
try, told the meeting that 
eight minutes a week is not 
too much" to ask for.
"If we can get employees 

to make this pledge we will 
bo able to reach our goal," 
Frentz said.

A pledge of eight minutes 
a week which is less than 
the cost of one packet of cig- 
garets is enough to buy a 
glass of milk and a set of 
crayons for a child in a day 
nursery. Two pledges would 
buy a lunch for a malnour­ 
ished child and three pledges 
could buy one penicillin in­ 
jection to keep a child alive.

Currently some 150,000 em­ 
ployees have accepted this 
method of giving and nre 
pledging eight minutes a 
week.

Eighty per cent of the 
funds raised in this year's 
appeal will go to help sick, 
crippled and needy children.

For outstanding employee 
campaigns a Bronze Plaque, 
bearing the insignia of Com­ 
munity Chest and Quota bust­ 
er diploma will be awarded.
